PARAGRAPH ( Jl ) OF SUB-SECTION (3) OF SECTION 46 OF THE 
National Insurance Act, 1911 (1 & 2 Geo. 5, c. 55), by 
the Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Com- 
missioners and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, 

AMENDING THE NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE (NAVAL AND 

Military Forces) (Time Limits) Regulations, 1912. 


The Insurance Commissioners, the Irish Insurance Commis- 
sioners and the Welsh Insurance Commissioners, hereby certify 
under Section 2 of the Pules Publication Act, 1893, that on 
account of urgency the following Regulations should come into 
operation immediately, and in pursuance of the powers conferred 
on them by paragraph ( h ) of sub-section (3) of Section 46 of the 
National Insurance Act, 1911, and of all other powers enabling 
them, hereby make the following Regulations to come into 
operation forthwith as Provisional Regulations : — 

1. — (1) These Regulations may be cited as the National Health 
Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time Limits) 
Amendment Regulations, 1914, and shall be read as part 
of tbe National Health Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) 
(Time Limits) Regulations, 1912 and 1913, which are herein 
referred to as the “ principal Regulations,” and the principal 
Regulations and these Regulations may he cited altogether as the 
National Health Insurance (Naval and Military Forces) (Time 
Limits) Regulations, 1912 to 1914. 

(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies to the interpretation 
of these Regulations as it applies to the interpretation of an Act of 
Parliament. t 

2. Notwithstanding anything contained in the principal Regu- 
lations, in any case in which the Insurance Commissioners are 
satisfied that a person to whom the principal Regulations apply 
was by reason of the state of his health unable to obtain admission 
to an Approved Society within the time prescribed for that pur- 
pose, and has since been prevented by some reasonable and 
sufficient cause from submitting an application to the Commis- 
sioners for the purpose of paragraph ( h ) of sub-section (3) of 
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Section 46 of tlie National Insurance Act, 1911, within the time 
prescribed in the principal Regulations, the Commissioners may 
extend the time within which the application may be made for 
such period as they think fit.
